peace-time public construction.

A In all its undertakings dur- 
»***' the 
past 
two years will be 
faithfully 
followed 
In 
the 
new 
PW A program made possible by 
the lf»35 work 
relief 
appropria­ 
tions. 
We have found the observance 
of principles of fair practice as 
profitable to ua as they are 
ac­ 
ceptable to those who are employ­ 
ed on our projects. The completion 
of the major portion of our pro­ 
gram on scheduled time is due in 
large measure to the excellent co­ 
operation accorded ua by the rep­ 
resentatives of labor and by th# 
workers themselves. 


Labor is Appreciative 


Labor, we believe, is appreciat­ 
ive of the steps we have taken to 
protect the interests of those for 
whom we have provided work. We 
not only have promulgated a code 
of fair practices, we have guaran­ 
teed strict observance of that code 
by writing its principles Into every 
contract for the expenditure 
of 
PW A funds. 
In addition to assuring a square 
deal for workers directly employ­ 
ed upon 
our projects 
we 
have 
made 
provisions for the protec­ 
tion of those workers engaged tn 
the production and fabrication of 
materials. W e not only have spec­ 
ified In our contracts that Ameri­ 
can materials must be given the 
preference on 
identical 
bids we 
b'JMired tariff protection by es- 
talff*rung sufficiently large differ­ 
entials to enable American manu­ 
facturers 
to 
compete 
favorably 
with foreign producers. 
TO date, PW A has provided ap­ 
proximately 9,258,000 man-months 
of direct employment, and approx­ 
imately the same amount in Indi­ 
rect labor in the production, fab­ 
rication and transportation of ma­ 
terials. Thus American labor has 
received from the PW A program. 
the benefits of some eighteen and 
a half million man-months of em­ 
ployment. 
As in the old PW A program, in 
the new we have established a 
fair wage and decent working con­ 
ditions. 
W e are demanding the 
payment of prevailing local wage 
rates on all PW A work. We have 
empowered our state directors to 
reject any pay scales which pro­ 
pose wages below the present pre­ 
vailing union rates for work gen­ 
erally performed under union con­ 
ditions. 


Guaranies Labor's Rights 
W e have again 
taken 
precau­ 
tions to assure to all workers free 
exercise of their right to bargain 
collectively. 
In forthright terms 
our 
regulations 
guarantee

right to labor. 
In order to spread the benefits 
of work and at the same time pro­ 
vide each worker with

wage, we havp made several im­ 
potent conditions of employment.

necond program will be car­ 
lo completion on a maximum 
of an 8-hour day and a 130-hour 
month. 
We are prohibiting con­ 
tractors from placing on payrolls 
those otherwise employed lf their 
combined working 
time 
exceeds 
the stipulated maximum working 
hours. 


Guard Against ‘Kick-Back’ 


Every provision baa been taken 
ic guard against the vicious prac­ 
tice of the ‘•kick-back.'’ Contract­ 
ors are specifically warned against 
the practice, the entire PW A in­ 
spection division is alert to com­ 
bat It, and 
violators face severe 
penalties in case of conviction. 
Many other safeguards for the 
worker have 
been made part of 
our 
contracts. 
PW a money to 
cover wage claims may be with­ 
held from the contractor until any 
wage dispute has been adjusted in 
accordance with our 
regulations. 
Provision has been made for ade­ 
quate workmen’s compensation in­ 
surance for all employee* and for 
the employment of such precau­ 
tions as are necessary to protect 
workers against 
accidents 
and 
health hazards. 
Program as vast as that db 
reejpLby PW A some disputes and 
misunderstandings 
are unavoida­ 
ble. 
Our board of labor review ha* 
held upwards of 300 formal hear­ 
ings and has Intervened informal­ 
ly in double that number of con­ 
troversies. As a tribute to the Im­ 
partially and fairness of that body, 
there has been not a major strike 
or layoff to mar the smooth oper­ 
ation of the PW A 
program. 
In 
contemplating

gram, we count on labor to co­ 
operate with the same reasonable 
and fair spirit which assured the 
succeed of the first program.

erected on tributaries of the Muskingum 
river. 


Towns rarely disappear entirely. 
Some 
dwindle away until only a few survivors are 
left and occaaionally one may find an un­ 
inhabited "ghost town 1 where a mine or sn 
Industry h ts ended 
Its existence hut the 
buildings are left and the paaserby may still 
•ae ak :leton of a town. 


Villages In the ares lo be flooded by the 
Mueklngum dam* will be wiped out aa was 
Pompeii and even more effectively since 
scarcely a trace will he left. 


There Ie a kind of sentiment allached to 
the home town which puts sn element of 
pathos Into the prospect 
The feeling to­ 
ward the village ie more direct and mort 
deeply rooted than exists In the city. 
Th# 
natives of Zoarvllle, Tappan and th# other 
doomed owns know their village! house by 
house and tree by tree. 
The fact that they 
Buffer no financial loss makes It none the 
lea* sad occasion when they meet for the 
last homecoming. 


The old home town calls Ha sons and 
daughtars back for th# last visit. Next year 
the family hearth will ba gone and "the 
place thereof 
shall 
know 
It 
no 
more.'* 
Home* will be reestablished In new loca­ 
tions. but not within th* memory of those 
nowr living will the villages he forgotten. 


Fruits Of Conquest 
lf all questions as to whether Italy * Im 
mlnent conquest of Ethiopia he Just aud 
right are eliminated and lf the ethics of the 
lieu* be disregarded for the time there re­ 
mains the fact that those of the Ethiopians 
who survive Mussolini's aerial bombs, pois­ 
on gas and bullets probably will he better 
off eventually for having been captured. 


National freedom I* a thing for which 
men are willing to lay down their lives and 
the Ethiopians appear to regard their Inde­ 
pendence with fanatical fervor which makes 
them eager to face the Italian threat. 


History record*, however, that the lot 
of a conquered people usually Is Improved 
when they come under the control of a 
more advanced power. 
Roman legion* car­ 
ried the civilisation of their day to the bar­ 
barians and on through the centuries as a 
more enlightened 
people 
subdued retard* 
ed land* they brought the benefits of cul­ 
ture. 
No better example may be found that 
th* high state of development attained in 
the Philippines during the 35 year* they 
have been under American rule. 
It will he 
recalled that the Filipino nationalists re­ 
sisted the American occupation — we don't 
call It conquest—just 
ss desperately 
as 
Halle Hclassle's tribesmen plan to oppose 
italy. 


Mussolini 
wants 
Ethiopia 
for coloniza­ 
tion purposes. 
He wants it as the home 
for part of his country's surplus population 
and ss a field for building up his coun­ 
try's waning exports. 
The hope will be 
realised only as Ethiopia develops. The pro­ 
gram mean 
that roads, schools, and hos­ 
pitals must he built, agriculture must be 
modernized and industry established. 


Following the conquest, which observers 
believe is certain to come. Ethiopia is like, 
ly to he the boom spot of the world as new 
Roman legions of industry, commerce and 
agriculture bring modern methods to 
re­ 
gion* living in the manner of centuries 
long since forgotten elsewhere. 


The King’s Highway 
An old English law says; 
"No man shall 
use the King s highway as a stable yard.” 
That was written before automobiles came 
into being and American cities face the in­ 
creasing problem of finding a place for tho 
autom ob'Ie. 
the modern 
steed, where It 
will 
not 
usurp 
completely 
the 
modern 
King's highway which is the public street. 


Improving conditions add to the perplex­ 
ity of the situation as more people buy and 
drive cars. 
There is some answ er tp the 
problem in the Increasing number of park­ 
ing lots where motorists may leave their 
cars for a small fee hut there is prospect 
of aa early increase in building which re­ 
duce the num ber of available lots. 


P arking problems constitute a real worry 
to businessmen, 
lf 
motorists 
can 
drive 
downtown and leave their cars convenient­ 
ly while they shop, business benefit*. Any 
City In which parking space Is hard to find 
la under a handicap. 


T he best solution 
probably is enforce­ 
m ent of reasonable parking limits. 
Many 
of the $ars standing on the streets 
are 
those of office workers who drive down­ 


town in the morning and leave them a t 
the curb all day. 
They take the choice 
apace* 
before 
shoppers 
arrive 
and hold 
them until the stores close. 
A limit of one or two hour* with etlff 
penalties for violation will keep moving. 
T here should be a minimum of commercial 
"no parking' apace and a liberal num ber of 
16-minute spates. 
The regulations should 
be enforced Impartially and without ticket 
"fixing.”

"the king s high way" as a parking garage 
but its use should be regulated

terrifying responsibil­ 
ity which the la* places upon the gover­ 
nor in giving him final authority to deter­ 
mine whether a condemned man shall livs 
or die. 
The 
decision 
is a duty coming 
down from the days when rulers held the 
fate of their subjects in their hands. 


Enlightened government should find ways 
of relieving the executive of a stats from 
this grim duty. 
A decision of the supreme 
court to which all

minute reprieve In the event sudden revela­ 
tions bring doubt as to the guilt of the con­ 
demned man.

NEW YORK. Aug. 31.—Now that 
the holding company hill is law 
New York sharps predict a change 
in the relationship between the ad­ 
ministration 
and 
the 
big 
power 
groups. 
The organization built by 
the utilities to fight the bill ex­ 
tends Into every congressional dis­ 
trict. 
It is staffed in many cases 
by business leaders of considerable 
local influence, heads of Rotary, 
Kiwanls, etc. 
It could be forged 
into a weapon of effective political 
retaliation on FOR. 
Its potentiali­ 
ties are much broader than those 
of the American 
Liberty league. 
The natural assum ption is that it 
will be sharpened to carve the day­ 
lights out of new dealers next year. 
But don’t be too sure it will work 
out that way. 
The new law gives 
the President a mighty potent club 
if it stands up In the courts. 
Poor 
people realize it isn t safe to be 
over-confident that it won’t. 
And 
it depends chiefly on Mr. Roosevelt 
whether th e club is used merely 
to prod th* utilities into behaving 
like little gentlemen (according to 
new deal standards) or to batter 
them out of existence. 
In many 
respects the law Is open to flexible 
interpretations. 
So astute utility chiefs are In­ 
clined to be cautious about risking 
everything 
in 
a 
hell-for-leather 
assault. 
Informed sources expect 
the development of a sort of in­ 
formal and unofficial working ar­ 
rangement between the administra­ 
tion and some of the more respon­ 
sible bolding groups, not all. 
Obvi­ 
ously the latter will continue to 
fight Roosevelt and the law. they 
can hardly do otherwise, but they 
may deliberately pull their punch- 
ea. 
They 
might even 
privately 
agree to disband the army referred 
to above. 
T hat would simplify Mr. 
Roosevelt's 1936 political problems 
and might have a definite bearing 
on whether the law la tempered in 
execution.

dreadful of all the diseases of man­ 
kind 
ie 
rarely 
mentioned 
in 
print. 
Its dangers have been rec­ 
ognised for centuries. It baa been 
referred to as the "Great Masque­ 
rader." the “ Pale Horror," and the 
’’Red Death." 
These names were 
used before the true nature of the 
disease was understood and Ion* 
before there waa hope of cure of it, 
Yet despite the great advance# 
made in Its prevention and treat­ 
ment, 
syphilis 
continues 
to 
In­ 
crease. 
It is estimated that each 
year at least a half million new 
case* appear In North America. 
This is a fight in which th* pub­ 
lic can help mightily. 
Public Should Cooperate 
How can we explain this unfor­ 
tunate state of affairs? I believe 
the constant increase of the dis­ 
ease is due largely to the lack of 
public knowledge. Though every­ 
one Ie familiar with tho dangers 
of smallpox, tuberculosis and diph­ 
theria, comparatively few persons 
know about this disease which is 
worse in many ways than all th* 
rest. 
if recognized in IU early stages 
there Is hope for a complete curs. 
This disease afflicts all claaaea 
of people, both the good and the 
bad, the rich and the poor. It re­ 
spects no age, color or sex. It may 
be acquired or it may be present 
at birth. It ta responsible for many 
cases of blindness, deafness, heart 
disease, mental disorders and oth­ 
er disabling conditions. 
Disease Is Curable 
The disease Is treated chiefly 
by the use of 
a 
preparation of 
arsenic, 
called 
“arsphenamine.” 
Within recent years a new prepar­ 
ation 
known 
aa 
"neoarsphena* 
mine” has been used 
with 
even 
greater success. There ars other 
methods of treatm ent, of course. 
As a rule, th* curative agent is In­ 
jected into a vein, or Into the but­ 
tocks. 
The treatm ent Is continued over 
a period of several months, 
or 
even several years. Just how long 
depends upon the stage 
of 
the 
disease when treatm ent waa ba- 
gun. 
It ii only by prolonged treat­ 
ment that 
severe 
cases 
can ba 
overcome but a great deal of mis­ 
ery and untold 
mental 
suffering 
can be done away with very short­ 
ly. 
The one message above all oth­ 
ers that I want this article to car­ 
ry la that syphons can be cured. 
W hether 
innocently or wickedly 
acquired It can be overcome and 
I hope these 
words may causa 
some sufferer to go at once for* 
treatment.

the drafting and passage of several Im­ 
portant federal laws favoring labor. T he national 
labor board, set up by the W agner bill, and headed 
by John C. W lnant, Is expected to stim ulate union 
organliatlon. The aortal 
security program, 
under 
direction of Joseph W . Madden. Includes provision 
for unemployment Insurance. 
Labor will receive 
in wages approxim ately half of the $4,000,000,000 In 


works progress funds being spent under direction of 
Harry Hopkins. B enefits also accrue to two major 
industries of the nation under the railway pension 
act which assures retirem ent compensation to rail­ 
road men. and under the Guffey coal bill which set* 
up a code of wages and hours for the coal industry. 
T hat theae m easures, indorsed by President R oose­ 
velt, have become lam**, is due in part to the work 
of Miss Frances P erkin*, secretary of labor, and 
W illiam Green. A. F. of I* president.
